Committee in Genev a announced that 
Israel was refusing to let Red Cross 
trucks with medical supplies pass 
throug h its lines to the Eg y ptian 3rd 
Army as long as Eg y pt and Sy ria 
refused to supply lists of the Israelis 
they captured in the war. But this 
deadlock apparently had no bearing on 
the other supply operations.

Elig ibility is denied to those owning 
houses assessed at more than $25,000, 
or $35,000 in Alaska and Hawaii, or 
cars v alued at more than $1,200 unless 
necessary in em ploy m ent or for 
m edical reasons. 
States are req uired to m aintain each 
person’s support at December 197 3 
lev els, or face the loss of federal 
m atching funds for Medicaid. 
Before Cong ress amended the law to 
protect incomes of those now on 
welfare, total state-federal costs of the 
new prog ram had been estim ated at 
$4.8 billion the first y ear. New cost es­ 
tim ates hav e not been completed.

The first conv oy of 10 trucks was 
reported to hav e reached the canal by 
midnig ht, hut a U, N. spokesman in 
Jerusalem said at 7 a.m. that he had no 
word that it had crossed to the 
Eg y ptian troops on the east side. 
Another conv oy of 10 trucks pulled 
into Suez, where Israeli soldiers said 


there were 15,000 civ ilians.

Trade Spurt W ith Red 
N a tio n s N o Cause For Cheer 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
The United 
States is headed for a hug e $2 billion 
trade surplus with Communist nations 
this y ear, but it’s nothing for American 
consum ers to cheer about. 


The surplus, far ex ceeding orig inal 
forecasts by the Nix on administration, 
is being built larg ely on ag ricultural 
ex ports, mainly the massiv e wheat 
deal with the Sov iet Union. 
That deal drained much-needed U.S. 
g rain supplies and contributed heav ily 
to the big upsurg e in food prices this 
y ear. 


Ironically , the trade surplus with 
Communist nations is g iv ing the dollar 
a boost, making it strong er than it 
mig ht otherwise hav e been, U.S. of­ 
ficials said. 
Trade with Communist nations is 
one 
big reason 
why the nation’s 
trading accounts are ex pected to be in 
the black this y ear for the first time in 
three y ears. 
U.S. ex ports to Russia, mainland 
China and Com m unist E uropean 
countries will be $2.5 billion to $2.9 
billion this y ear, while imports from 
those countries will be $5(X) to $550 mil­ 


lion, Commerce Department analy sts 
said. 
This com pares with ex ports of $87 8 
million and imports of $354 million last 
y ear. 
“ I doubt v ery much if trade is g oing 
to be at this y ear’s mag nitude in 19 7 4,” 
said Stev en I^azarus, head of the 
departm ent’s Bureau of East-West 
Trade. 
Lizarus said he anticipated a 25 per 
cent dropoff in U.S. trade with Com­ 
munist nations nex t y ear, larg ely 
because of sm aller 
ag ricultural 
purchases by the Soviet Union and 
mainland China. 
But ex ports of other American-made 
g oods will increase, he said. 
There is one problem clouding the 
picture, U.S. officials said. Cong ress is 
working on leg islation that would deny 
tariff cuts to the Sov iet Union until 
Russia chang es its policies dealing 
with Jewish emig ration. 
T reasury S ecretary G eorg e P. 
Shultz say s failure of Cong ress to g rant 
the Sov iet Union the sam e rates on 
tariffs as other U.S. trading partners 
could imperil ex panded trade between 
the two countries. 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
Indonesia, 
with rich oil deposits, may bid to help 
fill this country ’s potential petroleum 
g ap, U.S. intellig ence sources say .

Althoug h the United States g ets most 
of its imported oil from Canada and 
Venezuela, about 6 to 10 per cent of this 
country ’s needs are met by Persian 
Gulf sources. 
The intellig ence sources said they 
believ e the Indonesian g ov ernment, 
anx ious to dev elop its v aluable 
petroleum resources, mig ht take the 
opportunity presented by the Arab 
retaliatory actions to offer g reater 
U.S. access to its oil in return for 
financing help. 
They said Indonesia, thoug h larg ely 
Moslem, has kept its sup|Mirt of the 
Arabs at a low key during the three- 
week Middle East war. 
Ex cept fur encourag ing v oluntary 
fund-raising , Indonesian g ov ernment 
leaders did little to back the Arabs 
openly , according to intellig ence 
reports.

Trade Spurt W ith Red 
N ations No Cause For Cheer 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
The United 
States is headed for a huge $2 billion 
trade surplus with Communist nations 
this year, but it’s nothing for American 
consumers to cheer about. 


The surplus, far exceeding original 
forecasts by the Nixon administration, 
is being built largely on agricultural 
exports, mainly the massive wheat 
deal with the Soviet Union. 
That deal drained much-needed U.S. 
grain supplies and contributed heavily 
to the big upsurge in food prices this 
year. 


Ironically, the trade surplus with 
Communist nations is giving the dollar 
a boost, making it .stronger than it 
might otherwise have been, U.S. of­ 
ficials said. 
Trade with Communist nations is 
one 
big reason 
why the nation’s 
trading accounts are expected to be in 
the black this year for the first tim e in 
three years. 
U.S. exports to Russia, mainland 
China and C om m unist E uropean 
countries will be $2.5 billion to $2.9 
billion this year, while imports from 
those countries will be $500 to $550 m il­ 


lion, Commerce IX*partment analysts 
said. 
This com pares with exports of $878 
million and imports of $354 million last 
year. 
“ I doubt very much if trade is going 
to be at this y ear’s magnitude i i i 1974,” 
said Steven lazarus, head of the 
departm ent’s Bureau of East-West 
Trade. 
lazaru s said he anticipated a 25 per 
cent dropoff in U.S. trade with Com­ 
munist nations next year, largely 
because of sm aller 
a g ric u ltu ral 
purchases by the Soviet Union and 
mainland China. 
But exports of other American made 
goods will increase, lie said. 
There is one problem clouding the 
picture, U.S. officials said. Congress is 
working on legislation that would deny 
tariff cuts to the Soviet Union until 
Russia changes its policies dealing 
with Jewish emigration.

BEIR U T (A P) - The United States 
and the Soviet Union have proposed 
the formation of a Palestinian state 
along the Jordan River, the Beirut 
newspaper An Nahar reported today. 
The newspaper said the proposal 
also calls for international supervision 
of the Golan Heights and the water 
route to southern Israel. 
Comment on the report was not 
immediately available from the State 
Department in Washington. 
The paper said the proposal had 
been communicated to President 
Anwar Sadat of Egypt but did not say 
where it obtained the information. 
An Nahar gave this outline of the 
peace plan: 
Israel would withdraw from the 
Sinai Peninsula, the West Bank of the 
Jordan and the Golan Heights, all 
captured by the Israelis in 1967. 
— A Palestinian state would be 
formed embracing Gaza, the West 
Bank and the 
Arab 
sector 
of 
Jerusalem. 
The Golan Heights and Sharm el 
Sheikh, which controls the water route 
to southern Israel and Jordan, would 
be 
placed 
under 
international 
supervision. 
Arab-Israeli negotiations, direct 
or through U. N. intermediaries, would 
begin on the question of demilitarized 
zones in the Sinai, the Golan Heights 
and the West Bank. 
The 
Palestinian 
guerrillas have 
consistently opposed the formation of a 
separate Palestinian state that does 
not include the whole of what is now 
Israel, with Jews and Arabs living on 
equal terms. King Hussein proposed 
that the West Bank anil Gaza become a 
semiautonomous Palestinian state 
federated with the rest of Jordan under 
his rule, but the guerrillas and most of 
the Arab countries rejected this, too.

State Pushed 


By Big? 


BEIR U T (A P) - The United States 
and the Soviet Union have proposed 
the formation of a Palestinian state 
along the Jordan River, the Beirut 
newspaper An Nahar reported today. 
The newspaper said the proposal 
also calls for international supervision 
of the Golan Heights and the water 
route to southern Israel. 
Comment on the report was not 
immediately available from the State 
IX‘partment in Washington. 
The paper said the proposal had 
been communicated to President 
Anwar Sadat of Egypt but did not say 
where it obtained the information. 
An Nahar gave this outline of the 
peace plan: 
Israel would withdraw from the 
Sinai Peninsula, the West Bank of the 
Jordan and the Golan Heights, all 
captured by the Israelis in 1967. 
- A Palestinian state would 
be 
formed embracing Gaza, the West 
Bank 
and 
the 
Arab sector 
of 
Jerusalem. 
- The Golan Heights and Sharm el 
Sheikh, which controls the water route 
to southern Israel and Jordan, would 
be 
placed 
under 
international 
supervision. 
Arab-Israeli negotiations, direct 
or through U. N. intermediaries, would 
begin on the question of demilitarized 
zones in the Sinai, the Golan Heights 
and the West Bank. 
The 
Palestinian 
guerrillas have 
consistently opposed the formation of a 
separate Palestinian state that does 
not include the whole of what is now 
Israel, with Jews and Arabs living on 
equal terms. King Hussein proposed 
that the West Bank and Gaza become a 
semiautonomous Palestinian state 
federated with the rest of Jordan under 
his rule, but the guerrillas and most of 
the Arab countries rejected this, too.

In a petition filed Wednesday, NRDC 
asked a federal appeals court to cite 
EPA for contempt of court for missing 
an Oct. 15 deadline to propose its regu­ 
lations, and to enjoin the OMB from 
hindering EPA ’s issuance of further 
regulations. 
At a new s conference F rid a y , 
however, EPA adm inistrator Russell 
E. Train denied that his agency’s 
action was delayed by OMB influence 
and said OMB was consulted along 
with other agencies routinely. 
I .ast Jan. 31, a federal court ruled 
that state plans, approved by EPA, for 
achieving national air quality stan­ 
dards must also provide for m ain­ 
taining those standards and not slip­ 
ping back into pollution. 
Train said Friday that only three 
jurisdictions 
Alabama, Florida, and 
the territory of Guam — have sub­ 
mitted approvable plans so far. 
He issued a proposed fed eral 
regulation to control “indirect sour­ 
ces” throughout the rest of the nation, 
but said approvable state plans could 
still be substituted later for the federal 
program.

Th.e Philadelphia police added dogs 
to their arsenal ll years ago. and now 
claim 
the 
animals 
are 
a 
m ajor 
deterrent to crime. 


There are some 130 dogs on active 
duty, according to the canine training 
supervisor, Richard Bridgeford, and 
about 25 of them staff the city’s sub­ 
ways and elevated trains. The rest 
patrol the streets of North and West 
Philadelphia, high crim e areas, and 
Bridgeford says, they could eventually 
be all over the city 


But head trainer Jack Appolonia 
claims the dogs aren’t vicious, even 
after they’ve completed the 14-week 
training. 
“ A dog is like a prizefighter,” 
Appolonia said. “He only fights on 
signal. We build confidence in the 
animal, and then taper it off. You'd 
have a nervous breakdown walking 
around center city for eight hours with 
a vicious dog.” 
A ppolonia said dogs will obey 
commands from only one person: the 
officer who is trained along with the 
dog, and 
who eventually will 
be 
team ed with the animal. This bond is 
fostered by the departm ent, which 
once 
housed 
the 
dogs 
in 
Police 
Academy kennels, but now encourages 
the men to take their dogs home. And 
most do. 
But ifs a long tough road before the 
dogs end up in a cop's home. To 
qualify, the dog must be judged 
physically suited by the academ y’s 
v e te rin a ria n , and tem p erm en tally 
suited by the trainers. Bridgeford said 
two out of every three dogs donated 
are rejected. 
Then there are tests to be passed. 
The grounds are laid out like a mini- 
Olympics field, with a 14-foot barrier 
for the dogs to jump, a nine-foot wall to 
be scaled, and a six-foot ladder to 
climb. 
With all the concentration on that 
agility, sharp teeth are what the public 
usually thinks about and perhaps with 
good reason. 
A few years ago a dog named 
Captain III helped catch four men 
robbing a soda plant. He bit three of 
the thieves, all of whom had to be 
treated at a local hospital for wounds. 
However, it doesn’t look as if the 
program will be hurt. The departm ent 
m aintains four kennels throughout the 
city, and has built so solid a reputation 
th at 
dog 
team s from 
.suburban 
P hiladelphia 
and 
New 
Jersey 
d ep a rtm en ts now are tra in e d in 
Philadelphia. 
“We’re turning out a good product,” 
said a smiling Bridgeford.

(AP) — Two Miami 
optometrists and a Georgia doctor 
interrupted lucrative practices for a 
m ercy mission to Haiti, where they ex­ 
amined more than 1.000 patients in five 
days.

A year-old book, ‘‘The Washington 
Pay-Off,” written by Robert Wmter- 
Berger, a former Washington lobbyist, 
is the source of much of the material 
being used in the gathering attack. 
Winter-Berger says lie was a friend of 
Ford, having made his acquaintance 
by spending $1,000, according to his 
own account, to scrape an introduction 
to the Michigan Congressman. 
One damaging story, as presented in 
“ The Washington Pay-Off,” is that 
Winter-Berger 
suggested 
to 
a 
depressed and irritable Jerry Ford 
that 
he 
visit 
a 
Park 
Avenue 
psychotherapist 
a 
“ shrink” 
named Dr. Arnold A. Hutschnecker. 
The doctor, known as “ Hutschie,” will 
be remembered as the man who once 
had Richard Nixon for a patient i Drew 
Pearson spread this tale with the in­ 
nuendo that Nixon had had mental 
troubles.) 
On Dr. Hutschnecker’s own word, he 
had been a practitioner of internal 
medicine at the time of Nixon’s visit, 
and 
has treated him 
for 
purely 
physcial ailment. 
He 
had turned 
psychoterapist at a later date, in time 
to receive Ford, But, where Winter- 
Berger says Ford was a “ Hutschie” 
patient “ for at least a year,” Ford says 
lie saw the doctor for perhaps 15 
minutes just to say hello. 
The “ Hutschie” story is piddling 
stuff which Ford will be able to take in 
his stride if it is brought up against 
him. What is interesting is that it 
appears in a Ixiok that makes far more 
damaging statements aliout a slew of 
iXunoeratie politicians, some of whom 
will be voting to confirm or reject Ford 
for the Vice Presidency. It was Winter- 
Berger who first printed the startling 
account of President Lyndon John­ 
son’s allegedly hysterical visit to 
Speaker John McCormack’s office on 
Capitol Hill to complain that Bobby 
Baker was going to make him “ the 
first President of the United States to 
spend the last days of my life behind 
bars.” “ It’s me they’re after,” so L B J 
is quoted in “ The Washington Pay- 
Off" as shouting at McCormack 
the 
“ they” being Republicans who hoped 
to stage a full-scale inquiry into the 
Bobby Baker case. 
Well, Lyndon Johnson’s friends in 
the Senate did manage to stop a full- 
dress investigation of Bobby Baker’s 
career in high and low finance. Some 
of them later turned around an voted 
the Watergate hearings. A double 
standard? That’s the name of the 
political game, as Republican Senator 
Hugh Scott 
recently reminded an 
audience in (’laremont, Calif. 


The double standard is at work again 
in the use being made of Robert 
Winter-Berge’s book to put a cloud on 
Jerry Ford’s qualifications for the 
Vice Presidency. Ford is pictured in 
“ The Washington Pay-Off” as being 
money-hungry, but Winter-Berger at 
least does him the honor of saying that 
“ Ford was the only politician I met in 
Washington who, to the best of my 
knowledge, would not accept a cam­ 
paign contribution in cash.” This is 
obivously intended in faint praise, for 
Winter-Berger goes on to paint Jerry 
Ford as a man who used technicalities 
to protect himself while raising the 
money in a most hard-fisted way for 
the Party. 
Despite Wmter-Berger’s innuendos, 
however, Ford comes off as a paragon 


of political rectitude when compared 
to a score of Congressmen, a majority 
of them Democratic, who parade 
through the 
Winter-Berger 
pages. 
Hie re is even an ugly moral im­ 
putation made in “ The Washington- 
Payoff” that would surely have 
brought a suit for slander if the alleged 
culprit, a Democrat, had been other 
than a public figure. 
What I would like to know is why a 
story originating in “ The Washington 
Pay-Off” gets into the news columns of 
great Eastern liberal papers on the 
first bounce when it concerns a 
Republican who has been honored by 
Nixon. The “ liberals” did nothing with 
Winter-Berger’s tales of the political 
underworld when the reputations of 
liberal Democrats were involved.

Scoliosis is a curvature of the spine. 
Sometimes it is visible at birth. In 
other cases, it may develop between 
childhood and early adolescence. 
Usually there is an initial curve of the 
spine which is then followed by a 
compensatory second curvature. 
There are many variations and 
many causes of scoliosis. The exact 
diagnosis must be established before 
any treatment is instituted.

Usually there is an initial curve of the 
spine which is then followed by a 
compensatory second curvature. 
There are many variations and 
many causes of scoliosis. The exact 
diagnosis must be established before 
any treatment is instituted. 
A remarkable meeting of scientific 
minds took place last year at the 
International Scoliosis Seminar in 
Jerusalem, Israel.

The Israel 
Journal of Medical Sciences is, I am 
certain, available in medical libraries 
throughout the world.

He teaches his patients how to relax, 
then uses gradually diminishing doses 
of a tranquilizing drug as he brings his 
patient closer and closer to the source 
of fear.

Many paralyzing fears of animals, 
height, small closed places, and of 
water have been controlled. 
Modifications of this technique can 
be used by your own doctor, in con­ 
junction with psychotherapy, to 
alleviate 
your

anxiety. 
Psychological testing prior to therapy 
may reveal the original source of his 
fear 
and 
point 
the 
way 
to

Issue I does not reduce present 
taxes. It will just insure that the land 
be taxed for its use. 
An example of land appraisal at 
$2500 per acre: Multiply by 35 per cent 
the new statewide assessment stan­ 
dard. Then multiply this by 38.80 mills, 
the rate for Circleville Township. A 
farm of 200 acres will have a tax 
burden of $6238. This example may 
seem high, but, there arc many farms 
located in the area that can be ap­ 
praised at this amount if Issue I fails. 
The present evaluation of most of 
Pickaway farms is 1968 appraisal of 
$350-$400 per acre. All landowners 
have the risk of their neighbors selling 
his land for many more times what it is 
worth as farm land. Immediately, the 
value of his land increases. 
I urge every voter to consider the 
Issue. I ask you to support Issue I with 
a Y ES vote. Give fanners an op­ 
portunity to continue to operate and 
Save Open Space.

The infants from whom doctors 
withheld treatment — with parental 
consent — constituted 14 per cent of the 
299 infant deaths between January 1970 
and July 1972 at the Connecticut 
hospital’s special care nursery. The 
infants ranged in age from a few hours 
to several months old. 
Individual infants suffered multiple 
deformities, mongolism, heart and 
lung defects, intestinal malformations 
and severe spinal cord and nervous 
system defects, the doctors wrote. 
Campbell and Duff said infants with 
such deformities would have died a 
few years ago but now their lives can 


be prolonged with drugs, oxygen 
treatment, intravenous feeding and 
surgery. 
Duff said in an interview Friday the 
43 infants died earlier than they would 
have “ because of a specific decision to 
withhold or withdraw treatment.” 


“ They were severely malformed 
children who had an extremely bleak 
outlook and treatment was withheld," 
Duff said, adding he preferred saying, 
“ We didn’t fight to prolong their 
lives,” instead of saying the infants 
were allowed to die. 


The remainder of the 299 died 
despite an “ all out” effort to save 
them, Duff said. 
Duff and Campbell wrote they op­ 
pose any attempt to set up general 
rules on whether a badly malformed 
infant should live or die. 
“ We do not know how often families 
and their physicians will make just 
decisions for severely handicapped 
children.

“ Most analysts for steel companies 
feel that the industry will be able to 
ship 26.5 million tons in the last 
quarter,” it added. “ Mills have been 
able to raise raw steel production in 
recent weeks after a summer in which 
vacations, hot weather and shutdowns 


for equipment repairs lowered weekly 
output to a level between 2.7 and 2.8 
million net tons. 
The magazine estimated last week’s 
output at 2,910,(KX) tons compared with 
the preceding week's 2,915.000 tons. 
But the magazine warned that the 
nation’s steelmaking process has been 
stretched to the breaking point by this 
year's record demand. 
“ Breakdowns in equipment that has 
been operated at peak levels for 
months are bound to occur,” Industry 
Week said. “ Raw m aterials are 
becoming even shorter in supply and 
more costly and in some cases, like 
zinc, have forced curtailment of some 
operations.” 
An upsurge in scrap prices pushed 
the magazine’s price composite on No.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon says his closeness with Soviet 
leader Iveonid I. Brezhnev averted a 
confrontation in the Middle East and 
offers promise of bringing about a 
lasting settlement between Israel and 
the Arab states. 
“ I do not mean to suggest that it is 
going to come quickly because the 
parties involved are still rather far 
apart," Nixon said at a news con­ 
ference Friday night. “ But I do say 
that now there are greater incentives 
within the area to find a peaceful 
solution...” 
Specifically, Nixon said the United 
States and the Soviet Union have 
agreed that in order to avoid a con­ 
frontation it is necessary that they use 
their influence more than ever to bring 
about negotiations between Israel and 
her neighbors. 
The goal, he said, is “ not simply a 
temporary truce but a permanent 
peace." 
In recounting this week’s crisis, 
Nixon said he ordered a worldwide 
U.S. military alert Thursday morning 
to indicate to the Soviet Union “ that we 
could not accept any unilateral move 
on their part to move military forces 
into the Mideast.” At the time, he said, 
the United States had reason to believe 
the Soviet Union was planning to send 
“ a very substantial force into the 


Mideast, a military force.” 
The President said he also dispat­ 
ched an urgent message to Brezhnev 
giving him 
“ our reasoning” 
and 
urging that the Soviet Union join in 
support of a resolution in the United 
Nations to set up an emergency 
peacekeeping group. 
The resolution was approved by the 
Security Council 14 to 0 that afternoon. 
Nixon described the crisis as real 
not “ blown up” to divert attention 
from his domestic problems - and the 
most difficult faced by the United 
States since the Soviet Union sent 
missiles to Cuba in 1962. 
Now that it has eased, he said, the 
outlook for peace in the region is the 
best it has been in 20 years.

Specifically, Nixon said the United 
States and the Soviet Union have 
agreed that in order to avoid a con­ 
frontation it is necessary that they use 
their influence more than ever to bring 
about negotiations between Israel and 
her neighbors. 
The goal, he said, is “not simply a 
tem porary truce but a permanent 
peace.” 
In recounting this week’s crisis, 
Nixon said he ordered a worldwide 
U.S. m ilitary alert Thursday morning 
to indicate to the Soviet Union “that we 
could not accept any unilateral move 
on their part to move m ilitary forces 
into the M ideast.” At the time, he said, 
the United States had reason to believe 
the Soviet Union was planning to send 
“a very substantial force into the 


Mideast, a m ilitary force.” 
'Hie President said he also dispat­ 
ched an urgent m essage to Brezhnev 
giving him 
“our 
reasoning” 
and 
urging that the Soviet Union join in 
support of a resolution in the United 
Nations to set 
up an 
emergency 
peacekeeping group. 
The resolution was approved by the 
Security Council 14 to 0 that afternoon. 
Nixon described the crisis as real 
not “ blown up” to divert attention 
from his domestic problems — and the 
most difficult faced by the United 
States since the Soviet Union sent 
m issiles to Cuba in 1962. 
Now that it has eased, he said, the 
outlook for peace in the region is the 
best it has been in 20 years. 
“ ...because we had had our initiative 
with the Soviet Union, because I had a 
basis of communication 
with 
Mr. 
Brezhnev, we not only avoided a con­ 
frontation but we moved a great step 
forward toward real peace in the 
M ideast.”

The director, not unlike former Vice 
President Spiro Agnew, said he felt the 
printing of charges against him 
without giving him a chance to respond 
amounted to "a certain amount of 
viciousness... unworthy of the press.” 
"The fact is, there were times when I 
wasn’t even asked to comment on 
allegations that just simply were 
untrue." 
Shaul said he does not believe that 
Watergate, the Agnew affair, or even 
state level predicaments such as his 
should discourage young people from 
going into politics. 
" I hope that young people are not 


discouraged by Watergate . . . messy 
situations develop and people are not 
really able to control them. We really 
need a constant injection of new 
people,” he said. 
Shaul, a product of the "American 
Graffiti” generation of the early 1960s, 
had 
advice 
for 
young 
people, 
especially those who identify them­ 
selves as being anti-establishment. 
"I think it’s harder to move in­ 
stitutions than we ever thought it was. 
You look back into the early 1960s, 
everyone thought that if you would 
spend the money and deploy the re­ 
sources, everything would change just 
the way we would like it to be. But we 
found that we didn't have very many 
solutions to things. 
"Another thing, we found that some 
of the problems were so tough and so 
engrained, that they do not really 
resolve themselves at all. I think that 
what I learned from this experience, 
more than anything else, is that this is 
an endurance test in a lot of ways, you 
have to have your skin burned a lot, 
you have to be patient, you have to 
take a fair amount of abuse. 
" I think you have to keep going back 
to the motivation that brought you into 
it. I think that for decent people, a 
heavy percentage of them, there are 
certain kinds of changes that are 
important to make . .. they are worth 
making, worth doing." 


WASHINGTON * AF) — Secretary of 
Agriculture Earl L. Butz has denied 
any wrong doing in asking the Federal 
Trade Commission to delay until after 
the 1972 election antitrust action 
against one of the nation’s leading 
winemakers.

Rear-end 
collisions involving such vechicles 
have led to ruptured fuel tanks. The 
most common effect of removal of 
bumpers is to increase* the amount of 
property damage caused by an ac­ 
cident. Research has shown that such 
modifications on automobiles increase 
the occurance of fires in collisions. 
The provisions of the bill would not 
apply to motor vehicles that are 
operated other than on a street or high­ 
way.

A unique archaeological discovery 
on the south banks of the Maumee 
River near Toledo has revealed 
remains of a prehistoric settlement 
(lated some 1,600 years old.

Among the finds were exceptionally 
well-preserved skeltons, fragments of 
pottery, a burnt bean, projectile points 
and other artifacts from the period 
ranging from IOO B. C. to 500 A. I).

Hie artifacts indicate that 
the two peoples had very little in 
common culturally. 
Through microscopic study of earth

the site during spring and summer and 
moved to a more protected area in the 
woodland during winter. 
Four individual adult burials were 
uncovered.

W ASHINGTON ( AH) 
American farmers continue 
to supply nearly 75 per cent of 
the world’s soybeans, but 
some other countries 
are 
making substantial gains in 
turning out the valuable 
oilseed, 
the 
Agriculture 
Department said today, 
U.S. Farmers are now har­ 
vesting a soybean crop esti­ 
mated at nearly 1.6 billion 
bushels, up 24 per cent from 
1972. 
Total 
world 
soybean 
production output in 1973 will 
be about 2.14 billion bushels, a 
gain of 22 per cent from last 
year, officials said. 
The analysis of world soy­ 
bean 
production 
was 
published by the 
Foreign 
Agricultural Service 
in 
a 
weekly report. 
“ The unprecedented in­ 
crease primarily reflects a 
major expansion in soybean 
acreage in the United States 
and, to a lesser extent, 
Brazil,” the report said. 
“ Total world acreage har­ 
vested for soybeans in 1973 is 
forecast at 92.63 million 
acres, indicating a rise from 
last year of 15 per cent.” 


Converted to international 
measure, world soybean pro­ 
duction in 1973 is estimated at 
about 58.2 million 
metric 
tons, including U.S. output of 
43.2 million. 
In Brazil, where soybean 
production has soared in 
response to high world prices 
for protein sources, the 1973 
crop was 4,8 million metric 
tons, a 31 per cent boost from 
last year. 
The report said Brazilian 
officials expect production in 
1974 to reach 7 million tons, 
but that private sources 
estimate Brazil more likely 
will produce 5,8 million to 6.3 
million. 
In other areas of the world, 
soybean production is frag­ 
mented. The Soviet Union, for 
example, is the leading 
producer of grain but grows 
relatively few soybeans. The 
R ussian harvest this year is 
estimated at about 400,000 
tons, up from 260,000 in 1972. 
The Peoples R epublic of 
China is estimated to have 
produced about 6.7 million 
tons of soybeans this year, up 
about 400,000 from 1972, the 
report said.

Dr Alexander M. Schmidt made the 
statement today in testimony prepared 
for the House Public Health and Wel­ 
fare subcommittee, which is con­ 
sidering measures to lim it PDA 
authority to regulate vitamins and 
minerals. 
Schmidt told the group that the 
proposals would “ diminish 
FDA’s 
statutory authority to protect the 
consumer 
and 
would 
promote 
widespread consumer fraud.” 
He said the FDA rules in question 
.simply require truthful labeling and 
rational combinations of ingredients. 
He said no nutrient or food components 
will be banned. 
Only two items currently freely 
available, high levels of vitamins A 
and I), would require a prescription, he 
said. 
Schmidt said if the FDA rules are 
overturned, “ the marketer would no 
longer be required to present proof of 
safety of any food ingredient prior to 
its use in food ”
